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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's arguments have been fully 
considered, however, they are not persuasive. The applicant argues that McDonald is directed to a circuit design and not to an integrated 
circuit design. In response to applicant's arguments, the recitation "integrated circuit design" has not been given patentable weight 
because the recitation occurs in the preamble. A preamble is generally not accorded any patentable weight where it merely recites the 
purpose of a process or the intended use of a structure, and where the body of the claim does not depend on the preamble for 
completeness but, instead, the process steps or structural limitations are able to stand alone. See In re Hirao, 535 F.2d 67, 190 USPQ 15 
(CCPA 1976) and Kropa v. Robie, 187 F.2d 150, 152, 88 USPQ 478, 481 (CCPA 1951). Furthermore, McDonald teaches that the cicuit 
design shown in Figures 17 and 19 includes an integrated circuit; the examiner respectfully argues that since the design of the circuit of 
McDonald includes an integrated circuit, the design is an integrated circuit design. The applicant further argues that the different cell 
names of McDonald would not be associated with a netlist of the McDonald circuit. The examine respectfully disagrees. A netlist is a list 
of all components and interconnections of an integrated circuit. Since the parts in the list of alternative parts can be used in the design of 
the circuit, they are part of the list of information/components that are associated with the circuit design. Furthermore, McDonald teaches 
that from the total list of cell names, or components/parts that are associated with the integrated circuit, there is a distinct display of two 
groups of cell names, i.e. one group of components that are selected, as displayed in the "Components" section in Figure 17 and one 
group of components that are alternate parts, as displayed under the "Select Alternate Part" category and shows the capability of 
displaying two groupings of cell names, specifically, displaying the cell names affiliated with the group of cell names to be simulated and 
the remaining cell names not affiliated with the group differently. The applicant's arguments have not placed the application in condition 
for allowance and therefore, claims 1-20 remain rejected according to the final office action dated 3/14/2006. 
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
